Kelley who bad only a neofc ajo called 
evwr on* ft Someraworth his friend, and 
had been on the most intimate terms with 
the local people, was this morning ap- 
parently without a blend in the world 


Kelley'j father, who had been expected 


to be here at thlf hfmring, did not come 
Neither was there any counsel or fneud 
to appear in Ke'ley's behalf He wal 
absolutely alone and was bowed down 
wtth jnef, ihakmg like a child and ut- 
terly oblivious of the surrounding. For 
,he first time since his arrest he appeared 
to fully realize the enormity of his crime 
and the probable terrible consequences to 
himself 


The hearing was held in the little town 


hall wher4 every class of meeting is held 
This morning at tbe tront of the stage 
was a row of footlights, and the scenery 
of the last performance "Hands Across 
the Sea" was still in position, making an 
ensemble of the most dramatic character 
throughout. The crowd which attended 
wasverylarge At 9 o'clockthe prisoner, 
•surrounded by detectives, was brought in 
upon ths stage and seated between the 
wings.

V THE TURKISH A K.HY IN A TRAP, 


General interest in the Turfco-Greco 


War grows with each di y's hurried events 
on the Thessalian fr< ntier. 
The hard 


Greek names are beccming familiar, and 
the geography oi the c motry M studied. 


The present oonflic between Turkey 


and Greece is illuatn ting the vary and 
uncertain fortunes of war. For the first 
three daj-s after the war fairly com- 
menced on the front ier the Turks evi- 
dently got the better of the Greets and 
routed them in the K ilouna pass. This 
reverse was severely • elt alt over Greece, 
as they expected to wi,» at the first onset 
because they were so t nthnsiastic and so 
thoroughly permeatei with the convic- 
tion that they wbre right. The victory 
ach-eved in the Milou .a pass was of such 
importance that the details were tele- 
graphed from 
Cons-^nUnople by the 


Turkish government t > their minister at 
Washington in order to let our country 
*know that the Turks were whipping the 
presumptuous Greeks and that they would 
•oon descend into the plains of Theasaly 
and annihilate the ireek army under 
Prince Constantine. 
This was the aspect 


of affairs on Tuesday ;ioou. 


Later in the day a r etaohment o'. 14,000 


Greek soldiers unde r Gen. Smolenitz 
made a fierce assault upon Damasl, and 
the report at Athens is that they have 
earned that stronghi Id. It is an import- 
ant strategic point at the head ofjKeveni 
pass, and so seriously ;hreatens the flank 
of the Turkish army at Elassona that if 
the Greeks are able tc hold Daman, it will 
•topthe Turkish commander's advance 
into Thessaly. Ano h«r detachment of 
the Greek army is moving up the Beveni 
pass to unite'lith G'-n. Smolenitz'a divi- 
sion, 
which 
ad vat ced upon Damasl 


through the Bogfttzi >asa. 


If the Greeks succe id in uniting their 


two divisions at DaTiasi, they will ad- 
vance upon Elassona by a road- suitable 
for infantry, cavalry and artillery, and 
then, If the Turks at act Prince Constan- 
tino at Laris«a, the S nolenitz division will 
be in their rear, and if Constantino can 
stand the first assaul from the Milouna 
pass, Gen. Smolenitz will b*e able to strike 
with fearful effect u{. on the rear of the 
Turkish army. It a| pears to be a very 
good plan, bub then are so many contin- 
gencies in warlike n movements that few 
can saiely predict th 3 results.

•trong diversion aj^inat Salonica, and 
alsoconfaoe the effort to captara Pre- 
Tssa, the fort on Art t bay. The. capture 
of Prevesa is conslde red of great moment, 
as it would cut off ^applies from beiag

On^* Friday came the news that the 


Turkish commande-, Edem Pasha, had 
been superseded in ) to command aadhim- 
•elf called to Const ntinople. What can 
this mean, but that his general has made 
some costly blund T in his campaign. 
Successful generals .ire not superseded m 
their commands anc that too in the face 
of the enemy.

rear as well aa in front of it?.
